The meeting of the Board of Asylum 


Commissioners 
was 
held 
yesterday 


at the asylum investigated the affairs 
of the asylum under the management 
of Dr. Gibson, and decided that as 
much care as possible under the cir- 
cumstances is being exercised at that 
institution to prevent the escape of 
Inmates and makes comparisons be- 
tween .the present and past adminis- 
trations. These show that the number 
of escapes during the last two years 
is not In excess of those of other years. 
Following is a part of the report: 


"At the regular meeting of the 
State Board of Asylum Commissioners 
held at the asylum Monday, July 30th, 
with a full board present. 


"After the transaction of the regu- 


lar business, the escape of Ginnis, an 
inmate of the institution, was brought 
up. 
It was shown 
by the 
asylum 


authorities that Ginnis had been tried 
for breaking into the Oberon saloon 
in Reno and sent to the asylum as in- 
sane. He was a man ot extraordinary 
cunning and had escaped by sawing 
the i rivets' of his shackles inside the 
clasps at a point not visible unless 
exakiined by an expert, after having 
picked the lock ot another pair of leg 
shackles that had been fastened with 
a key. , . M ;;„ ,,, 
"There 'was'-no- trace found of the 


saw with which he had performed the 
work. 
He then pried open the door 


of his cell with the end of the shackle 
and escaped through a window by 
jumping through the window into a 
tree and going from thence to the 
ground. The attendant in his ward at 
that time had examined all of the 
rooms in that ward every hour during 
the night, and the escape had been 
made between the visits ot the at- 
tendant. 
"While it has always been a rule in 


the asylum for the visits to be made 
hourly during the night, some atten- 
dants who had been lax in their duties 
in that respect had been discharged 
by the management.

recommends the construction of steel 
cells. The upper story of the building 
with its Mansard roor is a mere shell, 
"and.V'-sjfys the-report, "can\be'easily 
penetrated by men intent .on'.,gaihing 
thejr liberty. 
It is earnestly recom- 


m#n8eor that the next Legislature ap- 
propriate sufficient funds to furnish 
steel cells and better doors for the 
walls and strengthen the interior of 
the upper story. The board also rec- 
ommends that the superintendent im- 
mediately notify the civil authorities 
of this State of the escape of any in- 
mate from the institution."

NEW YORK, July 30.—The specu- 


lative movement for a rise ill stocks 
encountered some difficulties today in 
the amount of stock for sale to realize 
profits which are made attractive by 
the considerable advances achieved 
lain week.

cording to the complaints of commis- 
sion houses. The supplying of stocks 
was done -with care and the market 
was taken care or by skif'ul handling, 
so that small impression was made 
upon prices. 
There were influential 


advices in special stocks at the same 
time which served as sustaining effects 
on the general list. The renewed ad- 
vance In.Southern Pacific to the high- 
f'-t point on the movement was a 
iiotable example. The disturbing effect 
of the evidence of profit taking v,as 
much aggravated by a slump in Con- 
solidated Gas when the official an- 
nouncement was made that the Brook- 
lyn Union Gas management had de- 
termined to suspend the payment of 
dividends until further notice.

possible bad effect upon securities of 
the measures and agitation directed 
against corporations has been in the 
mind of .the market operators up to 
tno ipci'nt rise in stocks, since which 
time It has been relegated to the back- 
gi->.io.
